rule, while dilapldation and lopg-continued
neglect marred many Impresslyve structares,
C liiness palaces, even in the asacred eily,
the throne rooms of the emperor and om-
press, aro of only one story, alike In out-
line an peas in the same pod, so that there
ts small vuriety of architecdure, After all
in sald, imagination has been worked over-
time in pletueing the glorles of the sacred
elty Yot there s much to wonder at,
much that is beautiful, grotesque and of in-
caleulable value,

Across the elty, from north to south, the
distance s more than a mile, It Is a suc-
cension of bulldings, marble terraces, huge
marble sinirways, slong the whole route,
with dnnumerabla lnkyrintha of courts, gar-
dens and edifices stretching away to elther
slide, so that without a gulde the stranger
wiould be lost wt an average rate of once
per minute

There seemed to be only a handful of the
fmperial servants nod sunuchs Jeft behind
to guard the palnces and temples, nlthough
thousands of them could have been tucked
pway in the mazes of the sacred city and

the visltors would have teen pone the
winor A dozen of the eunuchs met the
pirty at the entrance to the first thronae
goom, the first bullding Inside the north
gnto. These servants were excoedingly po-
™e., with kow-tows nnd offerings of tea,
their bland faces Impassive as o templs

Approach to the Throme Hooma,

The first renlly impressive feature of the
sacred city architecture was the atyle of
the throne rooms, which are gl
terraced hille In a long

approach to

artificinl

art on

line, Marble steps load up these slopes and
they fank hugo monoilths or sinbs of
marble set into the stalrways and fush
with them These noble stones are from
twelve to twenty fest long, covered with
the wsprawling imperial dragons, but In

high relief. This amazingly grotesgue and
sacred monster I8 sculptured sverywhers
on stalrways, terracos and pavements or
grins in bronte from every nook and
carner of the throne rooms,

These bulldings, five In all, were curi-
ously dirty and neglected Everything
movable of of any value had been carried
away, leaving the great gilt and sllk-
canopled chulrs Lo solltary and melancholy
grandeur, Floeks of pigeons had been
roosting on the arms of these symbols of
soverelgnty of heaven and earth. The won-
derful carpets were covered with refuse
and dust The rooms suggested tawdry
and fantastle pouitry sheds. It seemoed as
1f all the imperial plgrons had made new
headguarters of the imperial throne rooms

Between the first and second of these
bulidings thers Is a large courtyard, The
grass-grown enclosure is planted thickly, in
regular rows, with fan-shaped bronzo tab-
lete. This was the audience place of the
princes and mandaring when recelved by
the emperor or emproas dowager in these
latter days. KEach suppliant bad his par-
tleular tablet beside which he koelt and his
relative position in the assemblage was
thus marked according to his rank. The
luterpreter pointed out tablet of Li
Hung Chanog, where that aged stalesman
wis wont to koeel until his ald bones
ached and then to totter away, grumbling
and halt dead with fatlgue, according to
T'ekin storles.

The FEmperor's Own Home,

untll the emperor's temple
and private housoe of worship was reachad
that the eflect of bure walls and Allapida
tlonn was counterncted. The temple was
rammed with wonderful gods, with mag-
niflcently ornute altara and priceless art

It was not

trensures o jade and elolsonne. In the
deep shadows beyond the heavy silken
hangings a great gold Buddha sat and

looked at the Implous, scofing forelgners.
There was a throne room in the temple.
With so maoy thrones the lueckless em-
peror, Kwang Hsu, could not keep a hold
on oven one.

Near this temple throne stood a huge
bronze caldron filled with water. This was
used in the solemn ceremonies when the
cmporor prayed for raln in time of drouth.
One of the treasures of this room was a
bronze water clock towaring to the roof.
One would be afrald to ray how many cen-
turiess ago this ponderous mechanism waa
fashloned by cunning Chinese werkmen,

Beyond the last throne room of the em-
peror was the state apartment of the em-
press, when there was a real emprees of
China. Thils was resplendent In gilt work,
but sadly obscured in dust and meld A
balf dozen of the vases in this room would
bring revenue sufMclent to enable the aver-~
wEgn man to live In comfort for the rest of
his days.

Servamnta Are Shocked.

The visitors were led through long
sirotches of arbors, summer houses, shaded
walks and gardens, where the eunuchs
brought more tea, fruit and cakes, slck-
{shly sweet, Thoy mecmed to think the
pliecimnge ended, but General Wllson held
otherwise, He had besn shown no more
of Interest than if he had marched through
the forbidden city with the allled armles,
save o the matter of quantity. Ha de-
manded through his Interpreter to  be
shown the private or living apartments of
the emperor nnd empress dowager, The
ounuchs turned a pale green and chattered
shrill protest and alarm. No foreigner had
ever euntered these most sacred of all
bulldings. They foresaw certnin decapitn-
tlon as  thelr fats Thers wns a
prodigious sourrying about, while Genernl
Wilson grew the more empbatic and in-
Klstent At last the ounuchs appeared to
consont

ITera I8 where a reasonable doubt must
ba inserted It seems probahle that the
visitors were shown through the residences
ef the emperor and empross dowager, but
If the cunuchs should have palmed off al
counterfeit, who of the visitors would have
been the wiser? The writer belleves, and
will maintain, that he was privileged to
enter the tmperial bedchamber and sitting
room, yet it cannot he denled that the |
eunuchs held all the cards, Certain it s
that they were thoroughly frightened, pAr-
ticularly when they had to break the seals
on the doors which had not been violated
since the Night of the Imperial household.

Wenlth of Art Treasnres,

In the emperor's apartments none of the
ornaments or bric-a-brac had been taken
away. The rooms were completely fur-
nished and fitted for occupancy, while in all
the bulldings previously visited there had
been & wholesale sweep of everything re-
movable. As a matter of fact, it 18 be-
Heved that Emperor Kwang Hsu bad been

sales of loot in Pekin it is hard for the
Jayruan to keep his moral vision clear
Where the Empress Dowager Lived,

It was when Oenera] Wilson demanded, as
his final order, that the rooins of the em
preas dowager be opened for Lis inspection
that the euntchs showed symptos of col-
lapee. They could not find the keys: thers
wWAR gEreal confusion, (nceraant argument
for ten minutes before the gates of the
enclosure wors  reluctantly swung open.
There was firet & courtyard. some flower
beds snd a long tree-shaded walk. The
place seemed to he a sepurate compound
surrrounded by & massive wall fiftecn feot
hiseh.

The two maln bulldiogs were connected
by a coversd bridge. They were of one
story, with the unvarying long and sloping

tiled roof curving upward at the lower
vdges. One bullding was the throns room of
the ompress dowager, and hers was @

thrones worth seeing. No pigeons circulated
i this august apartment, which had beea
kept in perfect ofder. The elaborate gilded
throne glittered na If It were rubbed and
polished dally The visitors felt & vague
uncasiness, us If perchance that imperious
and mazterful old beldame, the bughear and
phenomenon of modern affairs, might sud-
denly appenr and resent the Invaslon of her
Banctum sRnclorum.

| whose exterfor sugkested an American jew-

eiry or art store It was a sort of pavilion,
whose walls were of French plate glass,
huge panes set In around three sldes, a
Nitle Crystal palace. There were go many

elgn clocks ranged around the Inside walls,
cablosts and tables, such a profusion of
Jads, porcelain, bronze and Ivory bric-a-
brac, that Ihis  art-store effect became a
seeming lmitation of what LI Hung Chang
may bave seen In his globe trotting through
Rurllngton areade in London or slong
upper Broadway In New York. Yet while

nny qualities of privacy, the impreasion wis
not well founded. For the bullding was in
& walled ioclosure, which pone might enter
without permission or authorlty, and you
may be sure there was no {dle curlosity or
unwelcome intrusion elrculating within the
Imperial compound of the empross downger
whon she was rullng Chine from the for-
bidden elty.
Tuncomfortable Chinese Heda,

The room which the eunuchs declared
wna her sleeplng chamber opened from the
glittering plate glass pavilion, The bed -
stead of the foreiguer s unkoown amons
the Chineso, and in the rooms both of the
emperor and empress dowager the royal
couches wers no more than richly eanopled
bunks. The woven-wire cots of a fiela
hospltal would be more comfortable for the
pleasures of slumber than the spriogless
boxes on which royalty stretched itself (n
the palaces of the emperor of China

The word “palace™ I8 a misnomer, from
Furopean standards, In any referetice to the
buildings of the eacred city. The imperial
bulldings are so many squat pavillons of
from one to three rooms each. The private
apartments were not even lmposing in the
area of them, They were no larger than
& smull cottage bungalow or two adjoining
rooma of a falr-slzed country house. The
nstonishing number of these pavillons and
connecting courts, square miles of them In
the aggresate, Is a colossal picture of the
Chinese way of bullding and living. The
aeries of throne rooms and the other build-
Ings explorad by Genmeral Wilson and party
were chosen because of interesting aseocin-
tion. Yet the extent of them, although a
mile from north to south, was as only a
cornor of the sacred cliy. By far the
greater part of It {8 lald out In parks and
grotesque examples of Chipese landscape
gardeniog and dotted with temples and
pagodas,

Hridge of White Marhle,

The white marble bridge which spans the
lotus-covered lake in the grounds of the
sacred city Is famed in song and story.
From a distance it has been admired for
ceaturies, and from the overhanging hills
where profane eyes wern wont to seek birds-
eye views ita length stretehed like n white
ribbon of lacework lald across the vivid
green of the lotus-carpeted lake, General
Wilson and party crossed this bridge In
leaving the home of the son of heaven, but
ut such close rango the general and 1m-
pressive effect was  lost, although the
wonderful delicacy and Intricacy of the
marbtle carving of the balustrades could be
examioed in detall

The forbldden clty {s about six centurles
old. 1ta bulldings, gardens and
from the time of the Mongols, and
guffered small change when they came lnlo
posscssion of the Ming and Manchuy em-
perors, nor does It seem llkely that much
money has been expended in repairs and
malntenance through this triffiog handtul
of centurles. The universal alr of dilapida-
tlon aud decay was astonlshing. Crumbling
walls In the shadow of the lmperial resi-
dences, grass and weed-grown pavements
and courts, rotting woodwork, the dirt and
dust of ages seomed with melancholy em-
phasis to typify the fate of China as a
nation and & government. After all, the
tower of thia walled and moated sacred
city was vastly impressive, not for what
it was as a spectacle, but for what it rep-
rescnted. The eeat of a ruling power which
hus in Its own strange fashion held sway

for two years a prisoner, exlled to another
and distant part of the sacred city, but It
may be that these apartmens were Kkept |
as he left them, or mgainst & possible re-
ocoupation, ‘

There was one spacious salon furnished |
with maselve carved tables and chalrs after |
European fashion, and many wonderful old
cabluets In lacquer and carving, Elaborately
bound Chinese books, writing materinls,
fans and smoking outfits wera strewn about |

CLOUDS AND AIR CURRENTS

Facts Developed by Sysematio Btudy and
Trained Observation,

CURIOSITIES OF UPPER AIR MOVEMENTS

Veloelties, Helghts and Direction of
Atmospheric Cuarrents Over the
Lolted States~High and Low
Preasures,

Meteorologlista have long been convinced,
says the New York Tribune, that a syste-
| matle study of the clouds would afford in-

formation regarding the movements of the
iu;.p»r nir which would pousess great prae-
tical #n well as theoretical value., Palloons
und kilee have rendered more or less serv-
lee of this kind, Pu* balloons are costly
and 1kely to be lost, If unaccompanied, and
| It Is almost out of the question for man to
nscend higher than five or six miles, be-
cuuse of lack of air to breathe, And thus
fur It has been impracticable to send & kice
up more than two or three mitles, Yot clrry
clouds report on the conditlons at an ole-
| vation of from six to ten miles. Influenced
| by that fact and other considerations the in-
ternutionnl conference of meoteorology 1n
1861 approved a scheme for co-operative
obsorvations of clouds for a whole year In
wevearal of the countrles of the northern
hemisphere. The plaw was not carried into
execution until 1896-87, and the report of
the Amerfcan observatious, with an elabo-
rate discusslon by Prof. Frank H. Bigelow,
han jusl been igsued by the Weather burean,
The task was committed to good hands and
ban been admirably performed. Meteorolo-
#iste cannot read the document without
feeling satisfaction over the resulia se.
cured and the broad, progressive way in
which the facts are handled.

A uniform clussification of olouds was
ngreed upon by the lnternational ennference
Ten types were adopted as the basis of ob.
servntion, The observers wers earefully fn-
structed how to distingulsh them aod a
month's prelimioary practics was unders
fuken befere oMelal records were made.
Tho work was carried on at Aiftesn stations
fn the United 8tates, all but one of which
woere east of the Rockles. At each station
an instrument  called A nephescope was
used. This is a round mirror fixed Iin a
horlzontal position and having the Adegreos
of u clrale and points of the compass In-
serlbed on fts edge. Through a sultably
adjusted peephole the ohsarver noted the
direction of the cloud movement, and with
n chronometer ascertained the apparent
speed.  The real veloclty, though, was de-
termined anly after supplementary nbserva-
tlons had been made with a palr of surveying
fnstruments, to find the helght of the cloud
under scrutiny. Observations wers mads
soveral times a day when the weather per-
mitted,

Helghtn of Clouds,

The reevits of this work, having been
tabulated and Adigestod, It appears that In
this country, cast of the Rocky mountains,
the lowermost type of cloud, the stratus,
florts at an average nelght of 2,700 faot
In winter and 3,500 foot In summer, Both
In winter and summer the basils of cumulus
clouds keep at a mean elevation of 2,900
feet, but the domes nomotimes reach a
helght of 9,000 eor 10,000 feet, The nlin-
bus, or storm cloud, varles from 5,900 to
6,200 foet., The average helght of the elr-
rus In summer |8 33,000 feot and In winter
$1.000. But this {s occaslonally exceeded by
three or four miles. In September, 1858,
cirrus elouda were soen at an elevation of
66,000 fmet, or over ten miles. Nearly
every class of clouds atialn a loftler ut-
titude between the honrs of 4 and § p. m.
than at any other part of the day, wheress
between noon and 4 o'clock they fall a
trifie below the average.

In velor'ty conspleuoun varlations are
attrihutable to a change of season. Stratus,
for instance, floats alonz at a moean of
thirteen miles an hour In warm weather,
but accelerntes {ts speed to twenty-four
miles an hour In cold. The topa of cumull
travel thirty-four miles and hour in sum-
mer and forty-seven miles an hour in win-
ter. The nverage for cirrus in the tormer
season s slxty-seven miles and ino the lat-
ter saventy-elght. Tut in March, 18067, the
maximum velocity observed was 187 miles,
while In the previous December rirriis was
#een moving at a rate of over 200 miles an
bour
a fiying maochine. Prof. Bigelow remarks
| that from this ona vear's data It looks as If
the greatest speeds were realized at nn ele-
viitlon of seven or seven and a half miles,
and that from that level up to ten miles
there wan a slight falling off. But further
observation ls required to verify that In-
ference before it can be accepted as final.

A fact that has been brought out more
clearly by these cloud studies than evar
tefore 1s that the movement of the alr above
the nimbus level, say, 6,000 feot, |a pract]-
cally Independent of the lower strata. In
the reglon covered by thoss records there
was a stoady eastward motlon ot all times
of the day and year, the velocity varying
consgldernbly fas already Indlcated) with
the atityde and scaeon, The gvratory wind
systems pocullar 1o arens of hich and low
barometer gradually disappear with els-
vation, and then merge with the general
flow.
